It wos characteristle of the 
English casualness that they

To be a putriot is to assert o 
preference, is to be, in 
measure, exctusive. Nor may 
we plead, In defence of such an 
attitude, the amenitics of Eng- 
lant! or the virtues of the Eng- 
lish, If you really believe in 
patriotism, you want Germans to 
be patriotic about Germany. A 
strange virtue, whose: legitimate 
exercise makes some people re- 
yard Germany as more worth- 
while than England! .In war- 
time, angry critics of religion 
reproach us with the spectacic 
of two nations. praying, and’ to 
the same God, for cach other's 
downfall. Did He not make all 
nations of one blood? Does not 
a world-wide 
Ghurch contradict the very prin- 
ciples of nationalism? 


Natlonalism, . perhaps: but 
patriotism? “The words are not 
synonymous. Natlonallsm har- 
rows our -sympathics, patriotism 
broadens them—it extends our 
vision .of nofghbourlincss beyond 
the parish’ pump.
